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Honorifics Explained 





Throughout the Tanoshimi Manga books, you will find Japanese honorifics 
left intact in the translations. For those not familiar with how the Japanese 
use honorifics, and, more important, how they differ from English honorifics, 
we present this brief overview. 

Politeness has always been a critical facet of Japanese culture. Ever 
since the feudal era, when Japan was a highly stratified society, use of 
honorifics—which can be defined as polite speech that indicates relationship 
or status—has played an essential role in the Japanese language. When 
addressing someone in Japanese, an honorific usually takes the form of a 
suffix attached to one’s name (example: “Asuna-san”), or as a title at the 
end of one’s name, or in place of the name itself (example: “Negi-sensei” 
or simply “Sensei!”). 

Honorifics can be expressions of respect or endearment. In the context 
of manga and anime, honorifics give insight into the nature of the relationship 
between characters. Many translations into English leave out these important 
honorifics, and therefore distort the feel of the original Japanese. Because 
Japanese honorifics contain nuances that English honorifics lack, it is our 
policy at Tanoshimi not to translate them. Here, instead, is a guide to some 
of the honorifics you may encounter in Tanoshimi Manga. 


-San: This is the most common honorific and is equivalent to Mr., 
Miss, Ms., or Mrs. It is the all-purpose honorific and can be 
used in any situation where politeness is required. 


-Sama: This is one level higher than “-san.” It is used to confer great 
respect. 


-dono: This comes from the word “tono,” which means “lord.” It is an 
even higher level than “-sama” and confers utmost respect. 


-kun: This suffix is used at the end of boys’ names to express 
familiarity or endearment. It is also sometimes used by men 
among friends, or when addressing someone younger or of a 
lower station.

This is used to express endearment, mostly toward girls. It is 
also used for little boys, pets, and even among lovers. It gives 
a sense of childish cuteness. 


This is an informal way to refer to a boy, similar to the English 
term “kid.” 


This title suggests that the addressee is one’s senior in a group 
or organization. It is most often used in a school setting, where 
underclassmen refer to their upperclassmen as “sempai.” It 
can also be used in the workplace, such as when a newer 
employee addresses an employee who has seniority in the 
company. 


This is the opposite of “-sempai” and is used toward 
underclassmen in school or newcomers in the workplace. It 
connotes that the addressee is of a lower station. 


Literally meaning “one who has come before,” this title is used 
for teachers, doctors, or masters of any profession or art. 


This is usually forgotten in these lists, but it is perhaps the most 
significant difference between Japanese and English. The 
lack of honorific means that the speaker has permission to 
address the person in a very intimate way. Usually, only fam- 
ily, spouses, or very close friends have this kind of permis- 
sion. Known as yobisute, it can be gratifying when someone 
who has earned the intimacy starts to call one by one’s name 
without an honorific. But when that intimacy hasn’t been 
earned, it can be insulting.

The Ansei Era is the period between 1854 and 
1860. The emperor of this period was Emperor 
Koumei, and the Shogun was lesada Tokugawa, 
followed by lemochi Tokugawa. The Ansei Purge 
happened in 1858 and 1859, in which more than 
a hundred people from the Japanese feudal 
government, clans, and the imperial court were 
either executed or imprisoned. 


PAGE 64, KAMAITACHI 





Kamaitachi is a phenomenon in which cuts, as if 
from a sickle, appear suddenly and mysteriously 
‘on the body. Kama means “sickle,” and itachi is 
the name for the Japanese mink or ferret. In the 
old days, kamaitachi was known to be used by a 
kind of monster that resembled a ferret.

PAGE 74, BRANCH FAMILY 


A branch family is established by a collateral line of the main family (the line descended 
through the eldest male) in Japan. Before World War II, branch families often needed to 
seek permission from the main family in issues such as land inheritance and marriage. 


PAGE 78, MAREBITO 


Marebito means “a person who 
comes by rarely.” It usually refers to 
a god who arrives from either sky or 
sea. The way people thought about 
marebito is perhaps similar to how 
we perceive aliens today.

PAGE 88, SHIKI 





Shikigami, also abbreviated as shiki, are 
spiritual beings that have been summoned 
by an onmyouji. They can change into many 
forms depending on the spell caster, such 
as birds or beasts. An onmyouji is a kind of 
Japanese exorcist. Other than exorcism, 
during the Heian period they performed a 
useful service for the government that made 
them quite powerful politically: they aided 

in the transfer of capital from one person to 
another by predicting whether a particular 
plot of land would be lucky for its owner. In 
modern Japan, however, they are seen as 
mere Shinto priests. 


PAGE 119, AYAKO’S RITUAL 





Ayako begins her ritual by pouring sake out onto the ground. 
Sake that has been purified by a Shinto priest is called an 
omiki and is a customary offering to the god during prayer. 
Other traditional offerings include fish, rice, and salt. Then 
Ayako shakes a tree branch left and right. It is said that by 
shaking it the spiritual stain or dirtiness is transferred onto 
the branch. Ayako used a tool called an ohnusa in volume 
1 [96.4] for a similar purpose, but both can be used. The 
ohnusa is an evolved form of the branch. The pure ringing 
of the bell on Ayako's branch is used to call the gods. 
Because it is difficult to translate Ayako’s spell literally, we 
have left it in Japanese to preserve its authenticity. 





PAGE 135, EBISU 


As Houshou explained to Mai in volume 8, ebisu is a term 
for unusually shaped objects that drift around beaches and 
seas. This can include corpses, underwater rocks, sharks, 
whales, and driftwood. Fishing villages would see this as 

a sign of good fortune. After medieval Japan, Ebisu came 
to be the name of the god of good fortune. He is often 
depicted as carrying a fishing pole and a fish (red snapper, 
which is a symbol for good luck in Japanese culture). 


PAGE 162, TOKKOSHO 


A tokkosho is a Buddhist tool. 
The chief materials used include 
various metals and ivory. There 
is a grip in the middle and both 
ends are sharp.
